whole plot of the Kerrville lynching is 
now laid bare. Before many hours 
elapse it is thought everyone who had 
anything to do with the affair, or the 
majority of them, will be behind the 
bars. 


Bob McCarver, Son of Sheriff Me- 


Carver, gave the snap away. He was 
invited to participate in the massacre 
by H. N. Smith, one of the men now 
languishing in the county jail under 
indictment for murder in the first de- 
gree. 


When the Invitation to assist in the 


assassination was tendered to McCar- 
ver it was represented that Sheriff Mc- 
Carver knew all about it, and that 
Judge Cooper of the criminal court 
wfcs not in the dark. Of course these 
representations were untrue, and were 
made by Smith for the purpose, if pos- 
sible, of mixing Sheriff McCarver up in 
the affair through his son, so his hands 
would he tied if an investigation should 
be instituted by the authorities. The 
scheme was a bold one, but it failed. 


McCarver's examination resulted in 


the arrest of Jailor Cox lor perjury and 
the fixing of a 810,000 bond on Mc- 
Carver's head to insure his remaining 
in the city. McCarver did not give 
this bond yesterday and as a conse- 
quence he spent the day behind the 
big gate of the Shelby county bastile, 
nominally a deputy, but really a pris- 
oner. 


Sheriff McCarver had been told of the 


plot by his son several days before the 
grand jury had got hold of the boy's 
story, and because he did not tell what 
he knew to the inquisitors he is receiv- 
ing some censure at the hands of the 
members. He and Judge Cooper had a 
long conversation Saturday night and 
it is said,that the judge read the riot 
act to the high sheriff. 


Rumors have been floating around 


for several days to the effect that the 
prisoners charged with participation 
in the lynching were being treated 
with more leniency than will be al- 
lowed by the order of the judge. The 
grand jury must have looked into these 
rumors for they recommended Gen. 
Kellar Anderson for the position of 
•jailor so highly that Sheriff McCarver 
had no option but to tender it to An- 
derson. 
It is conceeded that the grand jury 


is now in possession of the most dam- 
aging evidence against the parties now 
in jail charged with the,killing and it 
is confidently expected that an indict- 
ment will be returned in the next day 
or so, and that bench warrants will be 
issued against the parties %vho are sus- 
pected of having been among the men 
who did the shooting on Friday night 
one week ago.

VALPARAISO, Ind., Sept. 9.—A. Fort 


Wayne passenger train, east-bound, 
was held up Friday night by a small 
army of tramps in the sand hills and 
swamps of Lake county. The conduc- 
tor called the train crew to his assist- 
ance and a battle with the hobos en- 
sued, a number of the latter using re- 
volvers. The crew beat them off. seri- 
ously injuring three of them.

THE IRRIGATION CONGRESS. 


Au InM.re.tlng Searton~Pre««l«i Flaal Ad- 


journment. 


DENVBK, Col., Sept. 9.-The Irriga- 


tion congress devoted itself to debate 
and business with great earnestness 
yesterday. Three sessions covering 
twelve hours of close and interesting 
discussion of the platform reported 
were marked with spirited debates on 
special points. The report of the reso- 
lution committee hod a sharp overhaul- 
ing but the majority's vote remains 
practically intact. The principal de- 
baters and speakers were: The chaw- 
man, 
Elwood Mead, Wyoming; «• *»• 


Ball, California; Prof. L. G. Carpenter, 
W W Follett, J. S. Green, Colorado; 
R.' J. Hinton, Nevada; Mr. Stanton, 
Wyoming; Judge Belford, Colorado; 
Judge Emory, Kansas; Judge Torney, 
Illinois, and C. W. Green, New Mexico. 


The engineers made several changes 


in the platform looking to the strength- 
ening of state powers. Changes in the 
platform did not greatly alter the de- 
cided leaning of the congress towards 
federal initiative and modest appro- 
priations, state direction and super- 
vision, local management and control 
of water with ownership of works. 


The platform as discussed provides 


that the general government legislate 
for the repeal of the desert land laws. 
A motion was made to strike this out. 
It was something of a test and was 
lost by a vote of 126 to 53. The with- 
drawal of pastoral lands from settle- 
ment and sale and leasing same, was 
defeated, a& was also the provisions re- 
quiring- the states to provide for or- 
ganizing hydrographic basins for con- 
trol of water if the Carey land grant 
act was accepted. The request was 
carried for the appointment of a na- 
tional irniratiou commission, as was 
also that for the appointment of an in- 
ternational commission with New Mex- 
ico and Canada to regulate and ar- 
range as to water supplies. 


The congress, after a sharp debate, 


decided to ask congress for sufficient 
appropriation to push irrigation sur- 
veys, the ascertainment of water sup- 
plies, underground, surface and storm. 
It refused in doing so to indicate the 
source or agencies of it whether bv 
geological survey, department of agri- 
culture, or proposed national commis- 
sion. There was a marked reluctance 
for asking for large appropriations, 
though the delegates were evidently 
largely favorable to national control. 
It was considered inexpedient. The 
state land cession policy is certainly 
put in the background. The desire for 
some federal legislation as to inter- 
state water control was marked. On 
all other matters the action was one of 
avoidance. 


The address of the congress is of 


moderate length clearly and eloquently 
written.' It declares that the conclu- 
sions reached are illustrative of west- 
ern unanimity; that they are of the 
highest national character and seek 
only to make new homes and fresh 
prosperity. 
That the "fundamental 


idea is not that" of state and national 
interests, but co-operation of these 
powers, within their proper spheres. 


It indorses storage and forest reser- 


voirs and indorses the grant of 1,000.000 
acres for reclamation to each of the 
arid states; that irrigation solves the 
problem of homes and asks to consider 
them.

The congress adjourned sine die at 9 


o'clock.
